From the Brain, Says Modem 
Physiology. 


All the organs of life rest in soma 
way or other. 
The heart has an in­ 
terval of rest between each combined 
act of contraction and expansion and 
the beginning of a fresh act. 
Be­ 
tween each expiration of the lungs 
and the succeeding inspiration there 
Is a period of repose. 
Physiologists 
have calculated that the heart re­ 
poses during about one-fourth of tho 
time. 
Certain of the other organs suspend 
their activity in part during sleep. 
Old physiologists supposed that sleep 
was caused by the pressure of the 
blood on the 
brain. 
Hut 
modern 
physiology, with a tendency to regard 
the brain as the origin of all force 
and of all functions of the body, in­ 
clines to the 
view 
that 
sleep 
la 
caused by a withdrawal of blood from 
the brain. 
As a rule, the larger the brain the 
more sleep it requires. Webster went 
to bed at nine o’clock and rose at 
five. 
General Grant used to say, dur­ 
ing bls campaigns, "I can do noth­ 
ing without nine hours’ sleep.” 
A curious trait has marked men of 
large brain—that of sleeping at will. 
Bonaparte used to throw himself oa 
the ground and go to sleep within 
a space of two minutes. 
Bitt was a 
sound sleeper, and slept night after 
night in the house of commons while 
his colleagues watched the 
debat* 
and roused him when it was neces* 
sary that be should speak.

TABLE DELICACY OF GERMANY 


Westphalian Ham Is Given Its Piquant 
Taste by the Use of Juniper 
Berries. 


W herever a German table delicacy 
Is in demand, there Is the Westphal­ 
ian ham to be found. 
It Is given Its 
peculiar piquant taste by the use of 
Juniper berries in smoking the meat. 
The Juniper shrub is Indigenous to 
northwestern Germany and so plentl- 
ful, especially In Westphalia, that to 
Its presence is due the growth, during 
the pv.st several centuries, 
of two 
principal industries of this German 
province, the distillation of gin and 
the preparation of hams. After weeks 
of preparation the hams are ready to 
be smoked. 
The smoke houses con­ 
sist sometimes of two, and sometimes 
of three stories, the fire being kindled 
In the lowest and the meat hung In 
the second and third, to which the 
amoke ascends through holes In the 
flooring. 
Westphalian hams are in­ 
variably smoked over a bright Are 
made of beech wood only, except that 
Juniper twigs and berries are constant­ 
ly thrown on the Are. 
Beech wood 
sawdust Is strewn over the fire In 
case It becomes 
too 
strong. 
The 
smoking process requires on an aver­ 
age about eight dave.
